Few drugs 
turn up 


in crackdown 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) — The government’s 
crackdown on drug smuggling has turn­ 
ed up little contraband but many com­ 
plaints about delays crossing the U.S. 
Mexico border. 
As the new policy of car-by-car and per- 
son-by-person 
searches went into its 
third day, there were delays of up to 
six hours in traffic jams backed up into 
Mexico at border points. 
Treasury Department officials said 
U.S. customs agents searched 418,161 
persons at 31 border stations when “ oj> 
eration intercept” was sprung Sunday 
without finding a single marijuana smug­ 
gler. 
A spokesman said this seeming lack 
of success actually proved that the 
operation was achieving its goal of 
“ disrupting the contraband traffic and 
reducing the supply of narcotics and oth­ 
er dangerous drugs and m arijuana.” 
“ This was a heavily publicized op­ 
eration and these people who smuggle 
in the stuff are obviously lying low. 
They are not trying to bring it in and 
that is what we want to accomplish.” 
The increased air, land and sea sur­ 
veillance is being conducted along the en­ 
tire 2,500-mile border from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Pacific. 
The first Arizona arrest came Mon­ 
day night at the Douglas border crossing. 
Inspectors found 105 pounds of m ari­ 
juana hidden in the roof of a van driv­ 
en by Jack L. Young, 27, Billings, Mont. 
The busiest border crossing is be­ 
tween Tijuana, Mexico and San Ysidro, 
Calif., south of San Diego, where de­ 
lays of up to six hours were reported. 
Frustrations boiled over in the long 
lines of cars, fist fights started and 
periodic 
epidemics 
of horn honking 
spread up and down the traffic jam. 
Some drivers became sick from car­ 
bon monoxide fumes. Many vowed nev­ 
er again to return to Mexico. 
Treasury officials have made it clear 
that a principal goal of operation inter­ 
cept is to jar the Mexican government 
into wiping out the source of illicit 
drugs. 
The government estim ates that 80 
per cent of the m arijuana in the United 
States comes from Mexico. 
Diatomic 
lease won't 
be renewed 


Union Oil Co., will not renew the lease 
of Diatomic Chemicals Co. on H arris 
Peak, when it expires in February, it 
was revealed today by Roy Martin, 
oil company official. 
Martin told the Record that the deci­ 
sion not to renew was made at the oil 
company’s Los Angeles headquarters. 
Martin said the action was based on 
“ varied reasons.’’ 
The non-renewal action was only hint­ 
ed during last Wednesday’s County Plan­ 
ning Commission meeting in Santa Bar­ 
bara. No reason for the impending ac­ 
tion was given at that time. 
A report to the commission by L.H. 
Humphrey, county zoning investigator, 
noted: “ Reliable information indicates 
that within four to six months the fac­ 
ility will be closed up and no longer in 
operation.” 
M artin’s statement today confirms 
the report. 
Diatomie’s lease is due to expire in 
February 1970. 
The diatomaceous earth facility opera­ 
tion has been a storm center because 
of alleged air pollution from dust gei* 
erated by the company’s screening and 
grinding processes. 
On March 6, 1963 the commission 
approved the expansion of the facility 
with the addition of an 1,800 square 
foot storage building. 
Plant Superintendent D.B. Stephens 
was not available for comment today, 
but a workman told the Record that he 
knew nothing of the impending shutdown. 
Diatomic has four employes at present 
and at one time employed six workmen.

Mao reported well, to attend fete 


HONG KONG (ifPI)— Shanghai Radio 
hinted today that Communist Party Chair­ 
man Mao Tse-tung was well enough to 
attend Red China’s National Day cele­ 
bration in Peking on Oct. 1 
The broadcast appeared to be an in­ 
direct attempt to refute reports from 
Moscow that the 75-year-old leader was 
“ incapacitated” by a stroke allegedly 
suffered early this month. 
Mao has not made a public appear­ 
ance since last May 19. 
Shanghai Radio said Mao had given 
“ personal approval” for workers 
in 


Shanghai to send a delegation in Pek­ 
ing 
for the Oct. 1 anniversary of the 
founding of the Chinese Peoples Rep­ 
ublic. 
“ The approval was granted today by 
the great chairman and his close com­ 
rade-in-arm s, Lin Piao,” the Chinese 
radio broadcast said. 
It was the first word from China 
about the 75-year-old leader since the 
Soviet Union announced yesterday that 
he was critically ill. 
The broadcast gave no indication where 
Mao and Lin were when they took the 


action. 
But it is known that Mao spends con­ 
siderable time in Shanghai and nearby 
Hangchow, a beautiful resort 
city. 
After the Moscow reports about Mao 
being critically ill, Nationalist Chinese 
sources in Taipei said Mao was in 
Hangchow. 
The Shanghai Radio broadcast would 
tend to support the Nationalist sources 
“ Chairman 
Mao and 
his 
close 
com rade-in-arm s, Lin Piao gave per­ 
sonal approval for the worker clas> 
and revolutionary people of Shanghai 


to send their representatives to Peking 
to attend the celebration of our national 
anniversary,” the broadcast said. 
“ The people in Shanghai were filled 
with joy while making preparations to 
send representatives to Peking to make 
brief reports to the 
Party Central. 
“ The approval was given today by 
the great chairman and his close com­ 
rade-in-arms Lin Piao. The people in 
Shajighai reacted with great joy. They 
hailed, “ Long Live Chairman Mao,’ 
repeatedly.” 
The broadcast does not necessarily 


dispel doubts about Mao’s physical con­ 
dition. It could be that the action was 
merely taken in his name. 
The first impression of China analy­ 
sts in Hong Kong was that this might 
be an attempt by the Chinese author­ 
ities to refute the reports that he was 
“ incapacitated” by a stroke allegedly 
suffered early this month. 
The broadcast strongly implied that 
Mao would be present on the rostrum 
at Peking Oct 
1 when the Communist 
republic celebrates the 20th anniversary 
of its founding.________________________ 
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U.S. bombing 
to prevent 
infiltration 


SAIGON (UPD - U.S. B52s dropped 
hundreds of tons of bombs today near the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) to prevent 
any North Vietnamese infiltration into 
border positions being vacated by U.S. 
Marine artillery units. To the south, 
Communist forces shatteredaSouth Viet­ 
namese irregular unit. 
Communiques reported generally light 
fighting in South Vietnam Monday and 
today. A spokesman said that in the larg­ 
est clash reported Communist units near 
the Cambodian border killed seven ir ­ 
regulars and wounded 62. Four A m eri­ 
can advisers also were wounded. 
The irregulars, with the aid of fight­ 
e r - bomber strikes and artillery, killed 
35 Communist soldiers in the fight near a 
Special Forces camp — but more than 
half the South Vietnamese company was 
put out of action. 
Australian forces reported a m ysteri­ 
ous blond “ m ercenary” had been lead­ 
ing Viet Cong units against their troops 
in Phuoc Tuy province. He had been 
sighted before by Austraian sentries 
who called him the “ Phantom Skulker,” 
but he was reported in actual combat 
only once. 
Australian spokesmen said the blond 
m ercenary led a party of Viet Cong out 
of a newly constructed bunker system 
eight miles east of the Australian task 
force at 
Nui Dat and that the Viet 
Cong engaged in a firefight with an 
Australian company while the mercenary 
directed them with a series of hand sig­ 
nals. 
The m ercenary was believed to have 
been wounded when the Communist unit 
was driven back into their bunkers. 
The bombers have recorded nine m is­ 
sions against Communist troop positions 
below the DMZ since the Leathernecks 
closed down three gun bases and began 
preparing to be withdrawn under P res­ 
ident Nixon’s latest cutback.

and Claude R. Kirk Jr., of Florida 
Sen. Howard H, Baker, Jr., R^Tenn., 
and the mayors of Baton Rouge, La., 
Houston, Tex., and Kansas City Mo., 
also were on hand to oppose the House 
provisions. 
Army may bse right to try Berets 


SAIGON (UPI) — A civilian defense 
attorney said today the m ilitary had lost 
its right to try the Green Beret m urder 
case by violating the constitutional rights 
of the six defendants. 
Henry Rothblatt of New York met with 
the Military defense attorneys in the 
case to plan an attempt to get the trial 
transferred to a U.S. civilian court. One 
of the m ilitary attorneys said F, Lee 
Bailey was joining the defense team. 
Rothblatt’s allegation that the cor* 
stitutional rights of the defendants had 
been violated apparently refer to earl­ 
ier defense statem ents that the Army 
harassed and coerced the prisoners 
for information while they were in a 
stockade. 
“ In this case, they the m ilitary are the 


cops 
and the prosecutors,” he said. 
“ They cannot be the judges, too.” 
Rothblatt said he hoped to have a writ 
of habeas corpus, seeking the trial trans­ 
fer, ready for submission to a U.S. 
Federal Court by early next week. 
Bailey agreed today to help defend 
Capt. Robert F. Marasco of Bloomfield, 
N. J., whose m ilitary defender is Capt. 
Thomas Young of Honolulu. 
Bailey’s clients have included Dr 
Carl Coppolino, Dr Sam Sheppard and 
Albert Di Salvo who claimed to be the 
Boston Strangler. 
He would be the second nationally 
known crim inal lawyer to step into the 
case, Edward Bennett Williams ofWasl* 
ington, D.C., has been retained to rep. 
resent Col. Robert B. Rheault of Vine* 


yard Haven, Mass., former Commander 
of Special Forces in Vietnam. 
During the meeting all the defense 
attorneys appeared optimistic about wii* 
ning an acquittal. “ We should have no 
trouble at all,” Berry said.

^UPl) - President 
Nixon gave the go-ahead today for con­ 
struction of the 300-passenger, 1,800 
mile-an-hour 
American 
supersonic 
transport. Even proponents forecast a 
big fight in Congress over a relatively 
modest $91 million appropriations re­ 
quest this year. 
Nixon told reporters he had made 
the “ difficult decision” after spirited de­ 
bate within his Administration, and that 
the guiding factor was that he wants 
the United States to “ continue to lead 
the world” in air transport. 
The $96 million request soon to go 
to Congress would be used for develop­ 
ment leading up to construction of two 
test models of the plane, which would 
be faster and have far greater range 
than two rival SST’s—the British-French 
Concorde or the Soviet TU 144, both of 
which already have been test flown. 
The Boeing Co. of SeaUle will build 
the American planes. 
F irst test flights are not expected 
before the end of 1972, and initial deb 
ivery to airlines is not anticipated be­ 
fore 1978. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson. DWash., a 
supporter 
of the project, said he ex­ 
pected “ a real fight” in Congress— 
perhaps of sim ilar proportions to the 
recent one in the Senate over the antP 
ballistic m issile system. Rep. William 
E. Minshall, It-Ohio, a member of the 
House Appropriations Committee, pre­ 
dicted the same thing in the House. 
The government would pay 90 per 
cent, or nearly $1 billion, of the cost 
of the two prototype >. The cost of 
turning out operational models for the 
airlines could go to $4.5 billion. 
C ritics of the plane maintain that 
the money is needed more urgently for 
other purposes. 
one of them, Rep Bertram L. Pod- 
ell, DN.Y., today term ed Nixon’s ac­ 
tion “ a d isaster.” 
Nixon's action coincided with a deci­ 
sion by the British and French to make 
their first attempt to break the sound 
b arrier with the Concorde by the end 
of this month. 
As for the American SST, 
there 
still are pioblems to be solved be­ 
fore it con fly, particularly in com­ 
m ercial service. 
But Nixon said he 
was convinced any “ techincal factors” 
could be overcome. 
Voipe told reporters after Nixon's 
announcement that the SST would be 
banned from overland flights in the 
United States until die sonic boom p ro 
blem was solved. The SST will be re­ 
stricted to transoceanic flights until 
the noise factor “ comes within accep­ 
table lim its,” Volpe said. 
Nixon said his decision to proceed 
with the SST was in the interest of 
“ the future of American leadership in 
air transport,” and his desire to see 
the United States “ continue to lead the 
world in this field.” 
Volpe said the government would be 
able to use $99 million in carryover 
funds to add to its request this year 
for $96 million. 
He said the adm inistration would ask 
for $314 million next year followed by 
annual requests of $189 million, 148 
million and $15 milUon The total gov­ 
ernment share would be $994 million. 
Volpe also said that as the American 
SST is sold, the government will re­ 
cover its expenses through royalties. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, DW ash., in 
who^e state Boeing will build the plane 
said he expected “ a real fight” in 
Congress to win approval for SST funds.

Crime in the United States rose 
at a slower rate in the first half 
of this year than in 1968, FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
today. 
The FBI’s Uniform Crime 
Index Reports showed an over­ 
all rise of 9 per cent in the 
January to June period of this 
year compared to a 21 per cent 
increase for the sim ilar period 
of 1968 and a 17 per cent jump 
for the first six months of 1967. 


Hoover said violent crim es in 
the first half of 1969 rose 13 per 
cent, with robbery up 17 per 
cent, forcible rape up 15 per 
cent, aggravated assault up 10 
per cent and murder up 8 per 
cent. 


Crime in both rural areas and 
large cities of 250,000 or more 
population showed an average 
increase 
of 
8 
per 
cent 
compared to 11 per cent in­ 
crease in suburban areas.

Sorensen is expected to be a 
Democratic candidate for the 
U.S. Senate from New York.

guished” 
Sorensen 
said the 
judge had made a profit of 
more than $430,000 by holding 
onto his stock in a vending 
machine company he founded 
after his appointment to the 
Court of Appeals and during his 
consideration of a case crucial 
to that company. 
“ If Abe 
Fortas 
was 
not 
sufficiently sensitive to Canon 
26 of the Canons of Judicial 
Ethics,” Sorensen said, “ then 
certainly 
Judge 
Haynsworth 
was not. 
“ If Abe Fortas was hounded 
off the court solely on grounds 
of 
principle, 
what 
double 
standard perm its Judge Hayns­ 
worth 
to violate 
the 
same 
principles?”

Building during the 
trial. It was not known how 
many Chicago policemen would 


be used. 
MeiS/ner’s 
announcement 
came after a meeting between 
U.S. Atty. Thomas A. Foran;

It was the first anti-Chinese 
dispatch by any official daily 
Soviet outlet since Sept. 
11 
although a weekly publication 
by Soviet journalists criticized 
the Chinese last Friday. 
Tass 
said 
armed clashes 
occurred in several Chinese 
provinces recently and “ big 
army 
units 
were 
used 
to 
suppress the opponents of the 
present regim e.” It reported 
“ whole s a l e 
demonstration 
trials” in major Chinese cities. 
Even so, the Tass attack was 
moderate and there was no 
mention of Mao Tse-tung, the 
Chinese Communist Party lead­ 
er reported critically ill 
Moscow Radio at the same 
time said in an Asian broadcast 
the Soviet Union was seeking 
better relations with China. 
The latest statement indicat­ 
ed the Soviets had decided to 
respond 
to 
Peking’s violent 
anti-Soviet 
propaganda 
while 
going 
ahead with efforts to 
normalize relations with China. 
Since the Kosygin-Chou meet­ 
ing the virulent tone of Soviet 
broadcasts 
to 
China 
have 
stopped. 
The Tass report on “ Events 
in China” was the government’s 
first 
anti-Chinese pronounce­ 
ment since the Peking meeting, 
although the weekly journal of 
the Soviet Journalists’ Union 
last Friday accused the Mao 
regime of “ shameless nationa­ 
lism .”

for the Chinese, they 
never have discontinued their 
anti-Soviet outbursts.

Kat saloon. The bar's owner, 
Leonard 
L. 
Glancy, 
59, is 
charged with soliciting the girls 
to perform a lewd act. 
All have pleaded innocent and 
are being tried together. The 
trial 
resumed today and is 
expected 
to continue for at 
least another two weeks. 
Warren gaveled the trial open 
Monday and said: 
“ The record will indicate we 
are convening in Chuck Lan­ 
dis’s Largo,” the judge said.

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Israel planes launch another attack

Israeli 
warplanes attacked 
Egyptian military targets west 
of the Suez Canal today in 
retaliation for new outbreaks of 
fighting 
along the waterway 
which 
wounded 
five 
Israeli 
soldiers, an Army spokesman 
announced in Tel Aviv. 
Earlier 
today 
a guerrilla 
communique issued in Cairo 
said Egyptian commando forces 
attacked 
two 
Israeli 
army 
positions in the northern Sinai 
peninsula Monday night with 
Katyusha rockets and caused 
“ heavy damages.” 
The Israeli spokesman said 
the aerial attacks concentrated 
in the area south of the Bitter 
L akes and lasted for an hour. 


He had reported two Israeli 
soldiers wounded in a mortar 
exchange south of the Bitter 
Lake and another three injured 
when their vehicle struck a 
mine north of El Qantara. 
Israel 
had 
repeatedly 
at­ 
tacked Egyptian army encamp- 
ments and reinforcements on 
the western shore of the Gulf of 
Suez and along the Suez Canal 
since its combined air-land-sea 
attack into the gulf area Sept. 
9. 
The Israeli spokesman said 
today’s 
air 
strike 
was 
a 
reprisal for “ repeated viola­ 
tions of the cease-fire agree­ 
ment by Egypt.” He said the 
Israeli raiders scored “ direct, 
accurate hits.” 


The reported raids came as 
leaders of 25 Moslem nations 
met in Rabat, Morocco, to seek 
a common stand on the Israeli 
occupation of Jerusalem. Egyp- 
tian 
President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser called on them Monday 
to mobilize their forces for a 
“ speeoy liquidation of Zionist 
aggression on Arab countries.” 
Both Syria and Iraq, howev­ 
er, are boycotting the Islamic 
summit 
and 
reports 
from 
Rabat 
indicated a split had 
developed between the Arab 
nations at war with Israel and 
Moslem nations who are not 
involved in the Middle East 
crisis.

Student Can’t Study If He Can’t See

N EW Y O R K —(N E A )—The 
bell rang for r e c e s s . The 
third grade marched quietly 
along the corridor until Mary 
t r i p p e d over a dropped 
eraser. 


“ Not AGAIN, M ary,” her 
teacher said r e s i g n e d l y . 
“ That’s the fourth time you 
stumbled today. You could 
trip over a thread." 


The class giggled, Mary 
blushed, kicked the laughing 
kid nearest her and pande­ 
monium broke out in the 
school halL______

A big fellow in the eighth 
grade solved his boredom by 
making obscene gestures at 
the teacher’s back as she 
wrote on the board, convuls­ 
ing his friends in the last 
row. 


Problem c h i l d r e n ? Yes. 
But in a different sense than 
what we consider the “ prob­ 
lem child” today. The prob­ 
lem behind the behavior of 
these three youngsters was 
simply defective vision. 


Mary stumbled over small 
objects because she couldn’t 
see them. One boy napped 
because he couldn’t read the 
print in his textbook and was 
bored just sitting there. The 
older kid couldn’t see the 
blackboard and employed his 
street knowledge to alleviate 
his boredom—a knowledge 
he didn’t need 20-20 vision to 
assimilate. 


Defective vision in Amer­ 
ica’s school children is in­ 
creasing largely because a 
century-old vision t e s t i n g 
chart (tfle S n e l l e n Chart) 
commonly used for class­ 
room examinations is inca­ 
pable of detecting a wide 
range of visual deficiencies. 


Dr. Alden N. Haffner, ad­ 
visory board chairman for 
the Society for Visual Care 
and executive director of the 
Optometric Center of New 
York, explained that thou­ 
sands of clinical tests prove 
that undetected vision de­ 
fects in school children are 
multiplying. 


“ It’s surprising and dis­ 
couraging,” he said, “ that a 
nation which can put men 
into orbit fails to insist upon 
modern vision testing for its 
school children." Only one 
state, Michigan, has enacted 
legislation requiring profes­ 
sional vision tests as a pre­ 
condition for a child’s entry 
into grade school. Yet medi­ 
cal and dental examinations 
are required in most states. 


As *an indication of how 
vision defects multiply, Haff­ 
ner cited a survey conducted 
in one southern state which 
showed that 20 per cent of 
more than 150,000 children 
entering grade school had 
defective vision. Two and a 
half years later 40 per cent 
had problems and five years 
after entering school 53 per 


cent of the group had visual 
defects. 


“ When properly used by 
an eye-care specialist, the 
Snellen Chart is a useful ad­ 
junct to a thorough examina­ 
tion,” Haffner said. “ But in 
the hands of n o n p r o f e s ­ 
sionals, the chart is not a re­ 
liable barometer. 


“ At best, the chart, when 
not memorized in advance, 
shows that he can see or not 
see from a distance of 20 
feet. But it permits to go un- 
d e t e c t e d a wide range of 
vision defects. 
______ 


“ It doesn't show inability 
of the two eyes to work as a 
team or thè ability to see 
laterally, essential even for 
safely crossing the street. 
Color deficiency isn't identi­ 
fied nor is far-sightedness or 
astigmatism." 


Both educational authori­ 
ties and parents are to blame 
for lack of concern about 
children's v i s i o n . Haffner 
maintains. 


“ When p a r e n t s send a 
youngster 
to 
kindergarten 
what they worry about most 


is the child’s attire. The kid 
has to look cute They would 
be doing the child a 
far 
greater service if they had 
had his eyes checked to see 
whether his vision was suffi­ 
cient to take up the task of 
absorbing knowledge f r o m 
books, blackboards and the 
world around him. 


And it’s just s h o r t of 
criminal that school authori­ 
ties, so concerned with cur­ 
ricula and c o n d u c t , don’t 
concern themselves at all 
with proper student vision "

Having returned from a trip 
north to the Oregon area we 
have not been able to get more 
than a cursory report on ocean 
fishing. 
That information which we 
were able to collect upon our 
return was not very encourag­ 
ing. Contacting some of our 
salmon fishing friends, we were 
informed kings and silvers sim­ 
ply are not around. Bonito are 
still much in evidence; bottom 
fishing is on the spotty side, 
being good one day and terrible 
the next. 
The report from Harbor As­ 
sociates in Avila Beach on boats 
launched and the corresponding 
catch of game fish is not good 
either. Seven boats were launch­ 
ed with two salmon checked in 
for the week ending Sept. 19. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Planing of trout in the cen­ 
tral coast region has about 
come to an end with. Lopez 
Reservoir 
getting its final 
stocking during the week of 
Sept. 22-27. 
Nacimiento 
Lake 
reports 
bass fishing picked up with 
fish running around one and one 
half pounds. A few lunkders up 
to six pounds were brought in 
but are few and far between. 
The best bait was a “ goldbug” 
with pork rind and eel. Crappie 
fishing also is on the upward 
swing with most being taken on 
a “ Mepps Spinner” trolled in 
about ten feet of water. Night 
catfishing is excellent with the 
Snake Creek and 
Dip 
Creek 
areas the best spots. 
Winter rates are in effect 
on boat rentals at Nacimiento, 
according to Marine Manager 
Dick Keksey. The boat and mo­ 
tor rental has been reduced to 
$8 a day. The marina and camp 
grounds will be open all winter. 
Margarita Lake is showing a 
marked improvement with bass 
and 
catfish 
being 
the main 
attraction. The best spots are in 
the area around Pier 14 for 
catfish. Bass are being caught Wishing.

Lake. But one must fish deep 
with an assortment of flashers. 
HUNTING 
The late deer hunting season 
is now in full swing, having open­ 
ed Saturday and running through 
Oct. 19 in the northeastern area. 
The northwestern and eastern 
Sierra country is open through 
Nov. 2 and Sept. 20 through 
Nov. 9 in the western Sierra. 
DFG field reports indicate 
conditions are good and the 
take is as expected so far. The 
DFG again warns hunters to 
validate their deer tags at the 
earliest opportunity. A check 
of lockers revealed that 45 
per cent of the successful hunt­ 
ers failed to forward the re­ 
port section of the tag as re­ 
quired by law. This year DFG 
wardens have been instructed to 
get strict with violators of the 
self-validation regulation. 
OREGON HIGHLIGHTS 
After staying for several days 
at Indian Mary County Park on 
the Rogue River where fishing 
was a complete washout with 
trout leaving for the sea, sal­ 
mon already in spawning areas 
and stealhead just starting to 
arrive, we spent many an in­ 
teresting 
hour 
relaxing and 
watching the wildlife of that 
area^ 
Our next stop was at Howard 
Prarie Lake some 30 
miles 
east of Ashland. It was a clean 
camp, well run and with rea­ 
sonable prices. Even better, 
the fishing was excellent, es­ 
pecially at the dam where trout 
running about eight to nine inch­ 
es, were the order of the day. 
Hyatt Lake, a resport spot close 
by, and several other nearby 
lakes were also reporting good 


in the deep holes under the 
cliffs but can be expected to 
move to shallow water to spawn 
shortly. Many limits have been 
the order of the day lately with 
four and one half pounds the 
biggest recorded so far this 
month. Everything points to a 
banner season for both bass 
and cats at Margarita. 
Lake Cachuma reports fair 
to good fishing for bass and cat­ 
fish with action scattered all 
over the lake. So far the east 
end has been the best bet. So 
far there is no report on the 
winter trout planting schedule. 
The California DFG is en­ 
deavoring to establish a striped 
bass fishery in several lakes 
by using fish stranded in various 
spots in the delta area.' Seven 
hundred one 
pound stripers 
were rescued from Sherman Is­ 
land and planted in Lake Men­ 
docino. Many large farm tracts 
that were flooded are now being 
pumped dry with the fish being 
stranded. Most of these strand­ 
ed fish have been caught and 
taken to waters in the delta. 


Generally, with water levels 
dropping in the central and 
northern part of ttie state, con­ 
ditions are approaching normal 
for this time of year. Fisher 
men must work for their limits. 
Fly fishing is good in some, 
areas but the water is very 
clear and fish correspondingly 
scarce. 


One thing we did notice in our 
travels and that was the fact 
that never did we see a lake 
or recreation area with any 
resemblance of a fence. 
In­ 
quiries elected the fact the 
Oregonian thought was a long 
range program where a happy 
customer would tell his friends 
returning again to spend money 
rather than collecting an en­ 
trance fee and not seeing the 
angler again. 
All of the areas we visited 
in Oregon included free fire­ 
wood, which was the case at all 
state and county operated parks. 
On the way home we stopped 
at Colusa for the night. Fishing 
there was one of those “ You 
should 
have been here last 
week” situations. We did not 
even fish for bluegill, which 
we 
were informed 
grew 
to 
large proportions. We were too 
busy 
swatting 
mosquitoes, 
which in spite of local advise 
as to how to dispose of them, 
and the “ no seum s” we could 
not quite see. 
Up there the local prescrip­ 
tion to get rid of mosquitoes 
was to take some 100 proof 
whiskey, rub it over the face 
and arm s and follow that by 
adding a handful of sand. The 
insects then get so fighting 
drunk, according to the experts, 
that they throw rocks at one 
another and forget to bite. 
We found a better use for the 
whiskey.

Numerous reports have been 
received by the County Health 
Department regarding flea in­ 
festations. Dr. Joseph T. Nar- 
do, SantaBarbaraCounty Health 
Officer, advised that these pests 
can be controlled. 
Whenever dogs, cats or other 
furry pets are allowed inside the 
house fleas may become aprob- 
lem. Several types of fleas at­ 
tack humans as well as ani­ 
mals. They require human or an­ 
imal blood and cannot breed or 
survive without it. 
The dog flea and the cat flea 
are the most widespread and 
abundant. The human flea, a 
severe pest in many areas, also 
lives on numerous animals — 
flogs, cats, goats, domestic rats 
and wild animals 
Fleas pass through four stag­ 
es of development—egg, larvae 
(maggoD pupa and adult. 
The female adult lays eggs on 
the animal or its sleeping place. 
The eggs fall off the hatch 
where the animal spends most of 
his time. Indoors these places 
may include a chair, sofa, rug, 
carpet or a part of the base­ 
ment floor. 
Larval fleas hatch from the 
eggs and develop to maturity in 
eraks in floors and other hid­ 
ing places. 
Adult fleas that result from 
these developing larvae can live 
several 
weeks 
without food. 
This is why owners of dogs and 
cats 
sometime 
return from 
vacation to find their houses 
overrun with fleas even though 
no adult fleas were evident when 
they left. 
Fleas inflict painful and itch­ 
ing bites and the discomfort may 
last several days to a week or 
longer. 
More serious are some spe­ 
cies of fleas which may trans­ 
mit disease to man. 


Fleas found in sandy places 
are often called “ sand fleas” 
but there are no species of fleas 


known by this name. Many kinds 
of fleas develop in sandy places 
— as a result of being dropped 
there fas eggs and adults) by 
flea-infested animals. 
Fleas can be controlled in the 
home by a combination of good 
housekeeping and the proper 
use of insecticides. 
Thoroughly clean the infested 
rooms with a vacuum cleaner; 
including carpets, rugs, uphol­ 
stered furniture and other it­ 
ems on which there may be lar­ 
va and eggs, then apply insec­ 
ticides. 
Pesticides ready for use may 
be purchased at grocery stores, 
drug stores, and garden supply 
outlets for the control of fleas. 
Some of these are prepared spe­ 
cifically for use on animals 
while others are availabe for 
control of fleas in the home. 
Another method available for 
the control of fleas on dogs and 
cats is the ‘ flea collar"’ which 
is impregnated with ins^ctifides 
and designed to be effective 
over an extended period of time. 
Insecticides improperly used 
may cause injury to man and 
animals. Read all precaution­ 
ary labeling directions before 
using insecticidcs and follow 
them exactly. 
Pesticides should lie stored 
out of the reach of c hildren 
and kept under lock and key.

Critics of military spending embrace as heroes Senators 
Fulbright and Cooper for their jaundiced regard of the Penta­ 
gon. Yet these same senators and others of like mind are 
among the strongest 
advocates of that upside-down welfare 
system that goes by the name of farm subsidies. 
The Senate has turned down, 
53 to 34, a House attempt to 
impose a ceiling of $20,000 on the federal payment for not 
growing food or fiber and turned down, as well, an attempt to 
fix a limit of $10,000 on any single crop. 
One commentator has calculated that the United States will 
spend more this year — $390 
million — to maintain 10,000 
affluent farmers and farm corporations than will be spent 
— $335 million — to underwrite 
low-rent 
public housing 
for the poor. 
Arbitrary ceilings have been placed on subsidies for depen­ 
dent children. In Mississippi, where Sen. Eastland’s planta­ 
tion collected 
$116,978 
from the government last year, this 
ceiling is $114 annually. 
Farm lobbies long have argued that these payments (one 
farm corporation received more than $3 million last year) are 


compensation for reluctant adjustments to the market econo­ 
my. 
But Secretary of Agriculture Clifford M. Hardin recently de­ 
clared that more than $1 billion in payments to farmers last 
year were pure and simple income supplements, the equiva­ 
lent of a guaranteed annual wage. They had nothing to do with 
marketing quotes or crop diversion. 
Moreover, most of the money went to the most successful 
and wealthy farms. More than 80 per cent of the payments 
went to less than 20 per cent of the farmers. 
In a country where thousands of people are in need of supple­ 
mental food and in a world where millions are on the verge 
of starvation, there is a basic political immorality in paying 
people not to grow food..And there is surely something hay­ 
wire 
with our priorities when government is generous to the 
rich and niggardly to the poor. 
For the enlightenment of members of the liberal-academic 
complex, wastefulness and immorality in spending are not lim­ 
ited to the Department of Defense.

Hearings are being held in Washing­ 
ton on President Nixon’s proposal to take 
the Post Office Department out of his 
cabinet and into a private corporate 
setup under governmental control. 
There are other pro­ 
posals and measures 
that would reorganize 
the deficit ridden pos­ 
tal service, but which 
in some cases stojf 
short of the corpor­ 
ate setup. 
Nixon’s proposal is 
embodied in the Pos­ 
tal Service Act of 1969. 
There is little evi­ 
dence on the way the 
president’s proposals 
would affect local mail deliveries and 
service, and postal officials have been 
warned not to take sides publicly. 
The national postal carriers’ union, 
however, is reported to be against any 
proposal that would eliminate the tra- 
ditional safeguards which they feel are in- 
herent in the present setup. 
The President’s act, according to a 
government printing office document, 
would take the Post Office Department out 
of the President's cabinet and establish 
a government-owned postal system to be 
known as the U.S. Postal Service. 
Nixon’s proposed legislation indicates 
the service would be run by a nine-man 
board of directors selected without re- 
gard to politics. Seven members of the 
board would be appointed by the Presi­ 
dent with the advice and consent of the 
Senate on rotating 7-year terms of of­ 
fice. 
Nixon would name one of the directors 
to serve as chairman at his pleasure. 
The eighth member would be selected 
by the seven and the ninth by the eighth. 
Proponents of the proposals say the 
postal service could be self support­ 
ing in about five years except for sub- 
sidies which Congress might choose to 
appropriate on behalf of specified publio 
service groups. 


The proponents claim the postal work­ 
er would retain all civil service retire­ 
ment benefits and that he would be eli­ 
gible to transfer to any other position in 
the government for which he is quali­ 
fied. 
Wage rates and the classification of 
position, however, would be negotiated 
between the employes and the board of 
directors. The act would provide bintt 
ing arbitration in the event of an im­ 
passe in a labor-management dispute, 
and strikes would be banned as thev 
are for all federal employes. 
Proponents specify that the act would 
provide for changes in postal rates and 
classes of service only after hearings 
by a rate panel independent of operat­ 
ing management. Rate changes would 
be subject to congressional veto after 
60 days. It is not immediately clear what 
limitations the 60-day specification puts 
on the ability of the directors to eventual­ 
ly raise rates. 
Basis for the proposals is a series 
of criticisms including the charge that 
“ no one is really in charge” ofthepres- 
ent postal service, that post offices are 
really administered rather than man­ 
aged, that supervision of the present 
system is often ineffective and inade­ 
quate. There is also the criticism that 
the “ risk taking essential to managing 
an enterprise is frowned on by the pre- 
sent system.” 
The proponents claim that the public 
would be protected against the some-% 
times arbitrary action of big business' 
by a series of requirements including 
public hearings on rate changes, the abil­ 
ity of the directors to remove manage- 
merit personnel if it is deemed in the 
best interest of the corporation and 
that all criminal laws covering fraud, 
obscenity, theft of mail would continue 
as statures. 
Existing wage levels, postal rates, 
classifications and rules would continue 
until modified by prescribed procedures. 
The proposals did not originate with 
Nixon. President Johnson recommend-

Student dissent 


Health, Welfare and Education Secre­ 
tary Robert H. Finch feels the prospects 
for a quieter campus year are very prom­ 
ising. Equally conscientious Logan W il­ 
son, president of the American Council 
of Education, which has just finished a 
400,000 - student study begun in 1965, 
bluntly disagrees. 
One of these knowing men appears 
bound to be as wrong as a summer 
oyster. Our country can only hope it 
isn’t Mr. Finch. But 
I have been surprised 
to find that 
their 
areas of agreement 
are 
extraordinarily 
wide. 
With our universi­ 
ties now reopening, 
they both feel that a 
major shift in stud- 
ents’ dissents, which 
erupted on more than 
200 campuses last 
year, will occur. They both forecast a 
moving away from 1968’s confrontations 
that featured Vietnam, the draft, the 
ROTC and civil rights. Most of those 
who inflict by violence anti-academic 
conditions on our universities get bored 
easily. 
Protesting 
conformity, 
they them­ 
selves are total conformists — in the 
way they look, dress and act, what’s 
“ in,” what’s “ out,” what they want and 
don’t want and what they do. “ Monkey 
see, monkey do” is a dubious formula 
at best. But there you are. And they 
usually give you the impression that 
they are smart enough to be under 21 
and the rest of us dumb enough to be 
30 or older. 
Established professors or administra­ 
tors, trying to reason with them, find 
this is like trying to get between the 
hog and the bucket. Many are as rabid 
as a werewolf on the grim night of a 
murderous full moon at one moment and 
then metamorphosed into Mary’s Little 
Lamb the next. 
To a significant degree this is what 
you saw at the now - famous Woodstock 
(N.Y.) Music Fair Festival. A New York 
Times (August 25> panel considered fair­ 
ly typical a quote from one participant: 
“ All my life I’ve had just about every­ 
thing. Now I have to think how to pro­ 
vide it for myself. And I don’t want to 
work because I can’t have everything 
and do everything I want if I have to 
stay in the same place from 9 to 5.” 
Nobody with any experience in life 
could feel anything except pity for such 
waste, for such tragic blindness to the 
only values in life that can conceiv­ 
ably bring happiness, security and any 
real sense of contribution. 
A good education requires self-dis­ 
cipline, and so many of today’s young 
people simply haven’t got it. They do 
not want to compete; they seem literal­ 
ly afraid to compete — in life, in any­ 
thing. There are few athletes among 
them. They’re as touchy about the fash­ 
ions in causes as in their ideas. Now, 
for example, the whole black question 
seems to be “ old hat.” They’re widely 
bored with this, too. They do not stay 
with anything very long. 
As substitutes, Mr. Finch and Mr. 
Wilson foresee these people turning more 
exclusively inward on the campuses. 
Both believe the epicenter of their dis­ 
sensions will be the universities as such 
-the curricula, the campuses themselves 
and the academic communities. 
As for the faculties, it has been hard 
to know who was responsible for the 
riots, the student militants or the un­ 
suitable faculty types — the latter smart 
but not wise, often arrogant and usually 
without any protracted professional ex­ 
perience whatever. 
Mr. Finch thinks this loud and un­ 
suitable faculty minority, engrossed in 
a popularity contest for student “ Hi, 
fella” acclaim, has now become dis­ 
enchanted with the violent demonstra­ 
tors. 
Nationwide, disgusted university ad­ 
ministrations have tightened disciplin­ 
ary policies and some chronic demon­ 
strators on faculties are just plain afraid 
they will lose their jobs. But Mr. Finch 
finds additional disenchantment, particu­ 
larly in the issue of accepting “ unquali­ 


fied” black students and teachers. Mr. 
Wilson appears to doubt this. 
A Cornell University Trustees’ study, 
in turn, which I have seen, shows that 
white students suddenly find themselves 
in classes with blacks who are academ­ 
ically unprepared — and the blacks re­ 
sent it. Alumni, as well, become in­ 
censed when well - prepared white stu­ 
dents from local schools are refused 
admission, but black students with “ less 
impressive grades and records” are 


accepted. 
Finally, the study shows that Negro 
programs are started in one university 
after another with the belief that Ne­ 
groes want to be integrated with whites 
and acquire common values. Many do. But 
repeatedly the university is stunned to 
find — and in large numbers — that 
this is not true.

In spotlight

Almost overnight, the County Welfare 
Department and its director, Arthur W. 
Nelson, has had a national spotlight turn­ 
ed on the department as a result of a 
Board of Supervisors order suspending 
welfare checks to county recipients cur­ 
rently living in England, Canada, and the 
Philippines. 
County 
supervisors 
also have felt 
strong public reaction set in — largely 
favorable — as a result of their action 
directing Nelson to cut off payments 
totaling a reputed $1,000 or so month­ 
ly to the recipients involved. 
“ Letters and phone calls have come 
in to my office about this case from 
all over the western United States,” 
said Nelson. 
“ There has been a most interesting 
reaction — both for and against the ac­ 
tion taken. 
“ The people who have contacted us 
feel strongly one way or another. One 
group says the freedom to travel must 
be maintained for welfare recipients as 
well as other citizens of this country. 
Others in this sharply divided issue 
are vehement that persons on the wel­ 
fare rolls should not be entitled to trav­ 
el abroad.” 
In one of the five cases involved, 
Nelson disclosed, his office has been 
requested by telephone to grant an ap­ 
peals hearing. He said he could not re­ 
veal further details on the case as state 
law forbids disclosure of specific areas 
on welfare. 
“ All I have now is a telephone re­ 
quest,” said Nelson. “ When there is a 
written request, official procedures will 
be started for a hearing.” 
The appeals hearing would be con­ 
ducted before the State Board of Social 
Welfare in Sacramento. 
Such a hearing apparently would be 
unprecedented, if carried through. 
The review of the case and any deci­ 
sion would presumably affect all the 
cases where monthly checks are held 
up by those in other countries, it was 
shown. However, individual cases might 
well turn out to be very different insofar 
as eligibility might have to be proved 
in each case.

All 58 counties operate under the same 
California Welfare and Institutional Code 
guiding counties in making payments tc 
welfare recipients whether inside or out 
side the county, state or country 
It is clear that the county cannot 
peremptorily suspend payments to wel­ 
fare recipients who are eligible for coun­ 
ty payments and who have gone to othei 
countries temporarily, saying they plar 
to return. But in these cases, a follow- 
up on them might disclose changes in 
financial situations whereby the recipi­ 
ent abroad no longer can qualify. 
“ We’ve been sending payments to wel­ 
fare recipients in other countries for 
years,” said Nelson. “ It’s clearly within 
the state code to do so — providing they 
are eligible and intend to return.” 
The supervisors were told they could 
not have payments to recipients sus­ 
pended merely on the assumption that 
they should not be traveling abroad. 
The county rolls shows a number of 
cases of recipients who are living else­ 
where — outside the county — in Cali­ 
fornia, or in other states. The super­ 
visors’ action did not affect them, al­ 
though supervisors did spend time study­ 
ing the various cases in this category 
as well. 
The SantaBarbaraCounty welfare case 
has aroused the attention of county of­ 
ficials throughout the state, and wel­ 
fare authorities and recipients through­ 
out the country, it appears. 


The ruling handed down by the Stab 
Department of Social Welfare in th» 
presumably single “ test” case will tx 
watched eagerly.
